MR. MCGILLIGAN’S VIEWS 


The report proceeds :—‘' Deputy McGil- 
ligan denies that the allegation is his. His 
attitude towards this suggestion of ‘ poli- 
tical association’ is that, reviewing the 
transaction from the beginning to the 


ater stages, including the non-fulfilment 
of the covenants and the. non-voidance of 
the lease notwithstanding this—also the 
proposed introduction of non-Saorstat

“ Though he is aware that the Minister 
personally knew nothing of this applica- 
tion being pending in the Department, he 
alleges that pulitical considerations caused 
the results described, in so far as the 
officials subconsciously yielded to the 
desire to do something which would be 
acceptable to the Ministerial head of the 
Department—i.e.. to facilitate the new 
Governmental policy, to which the Depart- 
ments generally were at the time conform- 
ing themselves. He states that without 
their being perhaps aware of it an influence 
radiated from the Minister to the officials. 
The important thing for a Minister was, 
he says, to devise checks which would 
obviate the possibility of abuses arising 
from this source, 

‘Covenants as to employment were 
neglected, and nothing was done about it. 
Such methods of discharging public busi- 
ness would, he said, not have been normal] 
or even possible during his period of office. 
He goes so far as to describe them as 
* shocking.” The explanation of all these 
things is that civil servants felt that 
they would not be censured.

“ The general charges of Deputy McGil- 
ligan are based not only on official acts 
or alleged omissions to act prior to the 
granting of the lease, but also on happen- 
ings involving the Department which oc- 
curred after Senator Comyn and Deputy 
Briscoe had got their two years’ lease. 
The defence of the Department to his 
charges, in so far as the pre-lease period 
is concerned, now claims attention ; their 
defence to allegations concerning the later 
veriod appears in its appropriate place. 

ere is a general denial that facilities 
were given to the lessees in this matter. It 
was stated that the normal practice of the 
Department was followed; that at all 
stages permanent officers dealt with the 
ee mg arising from the application ;

sealed by the Secretary of the Department 
without the Minister being brought into 
the case ; that the officials were not, there-

MOST IMPORTANT SECTION 


What the Committee describe as, “ perhaps, 
the most important section of the allegations 


of Deputy ore is that containing his 


charges against the administration of this 
matter by the Minister for Industry and Com- 
merce,’’ 1s next dealt with, 

The conduct of the latter is described by 
the deputy in one place as being 
‘“‘scandalous,”’ in another as being ‘“‘ im- 
prudent,’’ in another as being ‘‘ tinged with 

litical favouritism,’’ again as being “* lax.’’ 
The deputy, in using the word “ scandal,”’ 
referred to well-known cases of alleged 
scandals in governmental circles in other 
countries, but he draws a clear distinction in 
one respect. In this context he uses the 
following words:—‘* There are features of 
resemblance, but I want to point out that the 
word ‘corruption’ had one particular mean- 
ing in this country, and that is corruption in 
regard to money matters. I wish it to be 
understood that 1 do not use the word 
‘corruption’ in that sense. Í do not say 
that any Minister or member made money out 
of it, but 1 do say that there was a chance 
wrongfully given to a member of this House 
of makmg money.” 

The report quotes various statements made 
by Deputy McGilligan to the Committee, and 
adds:—These quotations establish that 
Deputy McGilligan considers the administra- 
tive methods were lax even to the end and 
blameworthy, and, drawing no distinction be- 
tween civil servants and their Mmister, he 
places the entire responsibility on the latter! 
Mr. MeGilligan replied to a final question :— 
“TI am definitely of opinfon that the whole 
matter is coloured by politics. It took that 
turn, and politics more and more crept in, 
which I consider was a bad turn.” 


A ROUTINE MATTER 


The report states:—In defending himself 
against this attack the Minister takes a view 
of the matter from an angle showing very 
little in common with Deputy McGilligan. 
Thus he is definite that the granting of this 
lease was a routine matter implementmg his 
general policy and that there was nothing 
out of the ordinary requiring the case to be 
brought to him He thinks that there is 
nothing abnormal or improper in giving a 
lease under the Mines and Minerals Act to 
members of his own party in the Oireachtas, 
He says that he is convinced that Senator 
Comyn and Deputy Briscoe, being honourable 
me, would have nothing to do with a *‘ dud ” 
proposition. 

The Minister denies having exercised in- 
fluence on Departmental officers, in some 
manner other than by writing to them or 
speaking to them, so as to mduce them to 
act irregularly. He says that this allegation 
is ridiculous and points out that it has been 
categorically denied by every officer of the 
Department. He did not know of the appli- 
cation for, or the issue of, the lease. He never 
discussed the question of granting the lease 
with Senator Comyn and Deputy Briscoe.

ROBBERY OF A 


BANK MANAGER 


ONE MAN SENTENCED 


FOR CONSPIRACY 
—_—_¢——— 
(BEFORE JUDGE. DAVITT.) 
Té hearing was concluded of the case 


in which John Cowan, Charleville 

avenue, North Strand, and Paul 
Corrigan, Clonliffe road, Dublin, ‘bus men 
in the employment of the D.U.T. Company, 
were charged with conspiring in Dublin to 
rob Mr. Gerald P. Scanlan, manager of the 
Munster and Leinster Bank, Dungannon. 
They had originally been charged also with 
conspiracy to steal a motor car belonging to 
Mr. J. Carroll from Whitworth road, 
Drumcondra, and with stealing and taking 
the motor car without the owner’s consent. 

As Mr. Martin Maguire, K.(., in opening 
the case, explained, Mr. Scanlan had been 
held up on the 2nd April, 1935, whilst pro- 
ceeding from Dungannon to the bank’s sub- 
office at Pomeroy, in County Tyrone, by 
armed men, and after being tied hand and 
foot was thrown on a ditch, and the men 
went off with £351, all the money he was 
taking with him, save one pound in sixpences. 

Mr..Martin Maguire, K.C., with Mr. Kevin 
Haugh (instructed by the Chief State 
Solicitor), prosecuted; Mr. A. Lynn - (in- 
structed by Mr. J. P. Murtagh) appeared 
for Cowan, and Mr. Con Lehane, solicitor, 
appeared for Corrigan. 

At the previous day’s hearing Cowan had 
given evidence denying complicity in the 
robbery, and witnesses had sworn to his 
movements in Dublin on the day of the 
robbery. 

Paul Corrigan was called by Mr. Lehane, 
and said that he had been two years in the 
employment of the D.U.T. Company. On 
Ist April, 1935, he was out on strike with 
the rest of the tramwav workers, and took 
part in a ballot to decide the action of the 
employés. He left the union offices, Eden 
uay, at 11 o’clock that night after the ballot. 
bn the 2nd April, the day on which the 
robbery took place, he was at the pictures in 
the afternoon at four o’clocx, and after that 
he did one and a half hours’ picket duty, 


A QUESTION OF AGE 


Corrigan’s birth certificate was produced, 
and showed that he was 24 years of age. He 
said he was 15 when he left secondary school 
nine years ago. 

(A witness for the prosecution had stated 
he knew Corrigan nine years ago, and that 
he was then in the poultry business.) 

In reply to Mr. Lehane, Corrigan said that 
he had a brother, who bore a strong re- 
semblance to him, who would have been 
about 25 nine years ago, and who was then 
in the poultry business. 

On cross-examination by Mr. Haugh, the 
accused man Corrigan said that he had never 
been in Dungannon, though he had heard of 
it. His brother was working in the Ford 
factory in Canada at the time of the robbery 
and since then. 

This concluded the evidence, and counsel 
proceeded to address the jury. 


THE VERDICT 


After an absence of fifty minutes, the 
jury returned a verdict finding Paul Corrigan 
not guilty on all the charges, and John Cowan 
guilty on the charges of conspiracy to rob 
Jerome P. Scanlan, bank manager; guilty of 
conspiring to steal a motor car, the property 
of James P. Carroll, and guilty of stealing 
the motor car in question under the Road 
Traffic Act. 

Corrigan was discharged, and Cowan was 
sentenced to eighteen months’ imprisonment, 
with hard labour, on the first two charges, 
and six months’ on the other charge, sentences 
to run concurrently. 

The Court adjourned until this morning at 
11 o'clock,

The hearing of the appeal in the case of 
William Fegan, Clonliffe road,- Dublin, and 
others against the Great Northern Railway 
Company (Ireland), Ltd., was concluded. The 
ap was brought on behalf of the plain- 
tiffs from a judgment of the High Court dis- 
missing their claim for specific declarations 
in regard to their status and rights as loco- 
motive men employed by the defendants.

McCarthy, K.C., and Mr. Lynn (instructed 
w Ie John F. Murtagh) appeared íor the 

aintifís; and Mr. Denning, K.C., Mr. J. M.

Walker (instracted by Mr. C. Baillie-Gage) ' 
for the defendants. 

Mr. Denning, for the respondents, said 
that the men went out on strike in 1933 of 
their own accord, having refused to accept 
the cut in wages, and the railway company 
had no option but to do what they had done. 
The agreement of 6th April, 1933, in regard 
to employment was entered into by the men’s 
unions, and now the men, because they were 
dissatisfied with the bargain that the unions 
had made, were trying to make the railway 
company liable. e company had en- 
deavoured throughout to meet the men fairly, 
and their idea was that the strikers should 
he taken back, in so far as there was work 
available for them, but the rights of the 
men who did not strike could not be pre- 
judiced thereby.

THE DATE OF TRIAL 
FIXED 


T the Military Tribunal yesterday, 
A Michael Conway, 23 Mary street, 


Clonmel, was charged with the murder 
of John Egan, the Dungarvan boy, who was 
shot dead by unknown men within a few 
yards of his home on 26th April, 1936. 

It was the first occasion on which a murder 
charge was brought before the Tribunal. 

The accused man refused to stand up in 
the dock on the entry of the three aun 
of the Tribunal, and had to be forced to his 
feet by the military police, 

Mr. M. Maguire, K.C., who, with Mr. 
Kevin Haugh (instructed by Mr. J, 8. 
O'Connor, solicitor to the Attorney-General} 
prosecuted, handed in a certificate of an 
Executive Minister declaring that the offence 
was committed with the object of impedin 
the administration of justice. He also hand 
in the relevant copies of /ris Oifigiuil, and 
asked that the prisoner be arraigned. ) 

The prisoner was not profgssionally re 
presented, and the President asked if there 
was to be any application for an assignment 
of counsel in the case. 


PRISONER’S ATTITUDE 


“Are you applying for counsel to defend 
you ?” asked the President, 

“No,” replied Conway. 

““Or any application for a solicitor to be 
assigned to the defence ?—No. 

In reply to the President, Mr. Maguire 
suggested that Wednesday, 15th July; ‘be 
fixed as the date of the trial. He said that 
notice had been. served’ on the prisoner” on 
Monday, the 29th June. ae 

A member oí the Court suggested ‘that-the 
accused man might change his mind about 
the defence in the meantime, and Mr. Maguire 
agreed. 

The accused man was not asked to plead. 

Asked by the President if he had any 
objection to the date mentioned, Conway 
said: “It is immaterial to me what “this 
Court’ does: ‘I ám not one bit interested in 
the case.”’ : os

Mr. Maguire mentioned that there. were 
certain other charges which.in the ordinary 
way would come before the Court, that day, and 
he asked that these be adjourned pending 
the trial of the major charge.
